Robert G. Dixon, Jr., Professor of Law at the National Law Center of 
George Washington University, has been given the annual Woodrow Wilson 
Foundation Book Award by the American Political Science Association for his 
book, D emoc ratic Representati on: Reapportionment in Law and Politics , 
published by Oxford University Press in 1968 . 

The award, presented Sept. 4 at the annual meeting of the APSA in 
New York, is for the "best book on government, politics or international 
affairs published in 1968 ." Professor Dixon's book has been widely cited 
and reviewed as the definitive work analyzing in concept and in practice 
the political and legal complexities of the one man - one vote re- 
apportionuent revolution. Professor Dixon was aided by the Rockefeller 
Foundation and the American Philosophical Society in various stages of 
the book's preparation. 

Professor Dixon has served as reapportionment consultant to the 
recent state constitutional conventions of New York, Pennsylvania, and 
Maryland. His recent publications in other fields include articles on 
civil rights, metropolitan problems, church-state relations, and rights 
of privacy. 

He holds the A.B., and Ph.D. (political science) degrees from Syracuse 
University and the LL.B. from George Washington University and has also 
taught at Maryland and Syracuse universities.
